Student  Council 


Along  with  the  new  building  came  a  new 
type  of  Student  Council,  one  that  had  the  authori- 
ty, the  representation,  and  the  facilities  to  wield 
more  influence  over  C.L.H.S.  students  than  any 
of  its  predecessors. 

For  the  first  time,  the  officers  of  the  Council. 
after  campaigning,  were  elected  to  their  positions 
by  the  student  body.  For  the  first  time,  the  presi- 
dent had  all  four  class  presidents  to  assist  him. 

Among  its  regular  duties  were  serving  as 
the  student  governing  body,  sponsoring  all  as- 
semblies and  most  of  the  social  activities,  better- 


ing the  relationship  betw  een  the  teachers  and  stu- 
dents, and  manv  others.  The  Council  sponsored 
the  Scarecrow  Scramble,  the  Deutsch  Dinner,  a 
Talent  Show,  the  purchase  of  the  school  flag. 
Class  Tournaments,  and  a  Spring  Carnival.  All 
of  these  were  extremely  successful,  both  from  a 
social  and  financial  stand-point. 

In  this  first  year  in  the  new  building,  the 
Council  strove  and,  to  a  great  degree,  succeeded 
in  laj'ing  a  firm  foimdation  on  which  the  future 
classes  of  C.L.H.S.  can  build  a  stronger,  evr 
increasing  spirit  of  Christian  fellowship  and  edu- 
cation.

By  adding  several  new  gridiron  hopefuls  to 
the  few  monogram  winners  he  had  left,  he  fielded 
what  was  considered  one  of  Concordia's  best 
elevens. 

However,  the  Cadet's  first  string  offensive 
and  defensive  i^latoons  were  riddled  with  injuries 
which  cost  them  game  after  game  as  the  season 
progressed. 

When  the  final  contest  of  the  season  c^rnc, 
the  boys  still  hadn't  won  a  game,  but  they  had 


the  comforting  thought  that  almost  everyone 
would  be  in  uniform  for  the  campaign  finale. 
Tliat  night  the  Cadets  ended  their  season  on  a 
winning  note  by  beating  the  Garrett  Railroaders, 
21  to  13.  Concordia  posted  a  season  record  of  one 
win  and  eight  losses. 

Versatile  Vic  Bobay,  the  Cadet's  star  half- 
back, was  selected  by  both  Fort  Wayne  news- 
papers to  the  All-Citv  first  eleven.  Guards  Dar 
Dubke  and  Walt  Avant  made  third  string.  After 
the  campaign  was  over,  Bobay  and  Dubke  were 
elected  honorary  co-captains  liy  their  teammates 
at  the  annual  football  banquet. 

Although  many  senior  lettermen  graduate 
this  June,  ne.xt  year's  squad  will  have  nine  left, 
which  wiil  form  the  skeleton  for  the  1953  team. 

We  wish  the  squad  the  best  of  luck  in  "53."

The 
boys  ranged  in  size  from  6'4"  Moose  Borcherding  to  5'6"  Kenny  Eytche- 
son.  Allof  the  boys  were  fast  and  were  capable  of  both  the  fast  break- 
style  of  basketball  and  the  slow  deliberate  type.  Both  types  paid  off  in 
dividends.  With  the  rebounding  of  Tony  Engelljrecht,  Don  Deliinger, 
and  "Moose"  Borcherding,  the  accurate  set  shooting  of  Kenny  Eytche- 
son  and  "Red"  Parrish,  and  the  all-around  hustle  of  Vic  Bobay  and 
Russ  Frey,  the  Cadets  had  a  rather  successful  season. 

Again  this  season  Concordia  had  the  honor  of  having  two  players 
named  to  the  All-City  Team.  The  two  boys  were  "Red"  Parrish  and  Don 
Deliinger.  "Red"  was  chosen  because  of  his  extremely  accurate  set  shots  and  his  driving  lay-ups.  Don, 
only  a  junior,  was  chosen  because  of  his  great  rebounding  ability  and  because  of  his  accurate  one-hand- 
ed shooting.  Tony  Engelbrecht  and  Kenny  Eytcheson  made  honorable  mention. 

Concordia  advanced  as  far  as  the  semi-finals  in  the  septional  tourney.  In  the  initial  match  they 
blasted  the  New  Haven  Bulldogs  74-54.  To  annex  this  victory  the  Cadets  showed  that  they  had  re- 
bounding aljilitv  and  could  hit  from  anywhere  on  the  floor.  Engelbrecht,  Borcherding,  and  Deliinger 
swept  both  the  ofi:'ensive  and  defensive  boards  clean.  In  addition  to  that,  all  three  scored  from  close 
in  while  Parrish,  Eytcheson,  Fry,  and  Bobay  swished  the  nets  from  all  around  the  free  throw  circle. 
Again  that  night  the  Maroons  employed  the  same  type  of  play  as  they  downed  the  Monroeville  Cubs 
66-56.  The  next  afternoon  they  lost  to  the  Central  Tigers,  who  eventually  became  sectional  champs,  by  a

The  result  produced  a 
fine  season  enjoyable  to  all.
